The Bill entitled the Spirits Ordinance has 
been.printed. The objeot of tha Bill is to raise 
# rovenne from the consumption of spirits in the 
colony. The duty is fixed of 75 oonts per gal. 
lon, or a proportionate sum for soy quantity lesa 
than a gallon, A gallon is defined as an Tm- 
perial gallon, or, if tie apirits bo in bottles, six 
reputed quart bottles or twelve reputed pint 
bottles. Chinese spirits are defined as “the in- 
toxicating Liquor commonly known as samshn” ; 
and Spirits as,“ any distilled intoxicating liquor, 
including liqueurs and Chinose spirits ag above 
defined, but the tarm does not include the resulta 
of any distillation for medicinal or scientifio pur- 
poses, orfor the manufsotureof essontiatoils.” It 
is made Jawful for the. Governor in Council from 
time to time to alter the duty chargéable in euch 
a way av to him may seem fit, or to erempt or par. 
tially exewpt any class of spirits. It is understood 
that under this soction Chinese spirits will be 
exempted, oxcept in so far as they will nay by 
licences for thoir sale. ‘I'he Bill does not affect 
wines or alt liquor. .
